2. USUN REQUESTS AUTHORITY TO COSPONSOR. AS STATED IN THE US POSITION 
PAPER, TORTURE IS PROBABLY "THE SINGLE MOST IMPORTANT ISSUE IN 

THE FIELD OF HUMAN RIGHTS, AND THE STEPS THE UN TAKES TO COUNTER 
IT ARE OF GREAT IMPORTANCE TO THE UNITED STATES." 

3. OP PARA 2 INCORPORATES TERMINOLOGY WHICH ENABLES THE US TO 
RAISE THE SECRETARY'S INITIATIVE AT THE NEXT MEETING OF THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS COMMISSION (REF (A) AND REF (B)).
